Supplement 2 
contains detailed monthly data covering electric utility 
coal consumption, stocks, and receipts (quantity and 
price); and coal imports and exports.

U.S. coal production in the week ended November 19, 
1988, as estimated by the Energy Information Admin- 
istration, totaled 20.8 million short tons, a l.l percent 
increase from production in the prevous week. Coal 
production east of the Mississippi increased by 0.6 mil- 
lion short tons (4.8 percent), while production west of 


the Mississippi decreased by 0.4 million short tons (5.1 
percent). 

Tills week's coal output was 0.6 million short tons or 
2.8 percent liigher than in the corresponding week of 
1987.
